INTERESTING SERMON AT THE 
FIRST PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH,

Methodist ‘Church Extension Dis- 
cussed by Rev. Mr. Spencer— 
Memorial Services at 
St. Vincent’s. 


A large congregation listened to an excel- 
lent sermon yesterday morning from Rev. 
Dr, Russell, pistor of the First Presbyte- 
rian, church. His theme was The sim. 
plicity that is in Christ.” Thomas a’ 
Kempis says: By two things man is lifted 
above he earth—simplicity and purity.” 
Simplicity is not asolitary grace; it touches, 
adornsand enhances every grace of life. 
Dr. Russell led the thoughts of his hearers 
in three channels: Simplicity io love to 
Christ; simplicity of faith in His teachings, 
and simplicity of dally living. Simplicity 
is the foe of skepticism; it accepts, unques- 
tiouingly, God's word. There are deep 
things in the Bible, sublime revelations that 
baffl: the understanding; but he who studies 
it in simplicity believes that G d loves and 
rules His creatures; that He is all- wise, ever- 
resent, just-—and thisisenough. Simplie- 
ty in its relation to lite is one of the most 
beautiful thoughts I can present you this 
mor ing.“ said the speaker. The Bible is 
fuli of promises which shed a golden light 
on every cloud that shadows the patb of 
man trom childhood to oid age, Promises, 
that, like the sun and stars, never grow old 
or dim, but are fresh with an everlasting 
outh, Simp og! teaches ‘us to be honest: 
n our daily life; it corrects false taster and 
appetites, purifies desire and speech; looks 
at life as real; scorns to wear a msk. It 
is insincerity and duplicity that make life 
unreal. Tue dying Emperor Augustus 
gasped ‘How well has it been played’ 
(referring to life.) To the Christian life is 
not a drama—a farce—it is real.” 

The music, which is a feature of the ser- 
vice at this church, is reudered by a full 
chorus choir under ‘the direction of Prof. 
Charies E. Day. 

Rev. J. Cocuran, son of Judge Cochran, is 
the assistant pastor of the church, and 
preaches every Sunday evening. He is an 
eloquent young minister and gives brilliant 
promise of becoming a distinguished 
divine. Rev. Dr. Russell is in such poor 
health that a prolonged vacation seems 
imperative and it is quite likely that he will 
not occupy his pulpit again for some weeks.

This offers 
‘a glorious opportunity to build a monument 
to che soldier dead Ou the very soil where 
they fought aud bled and died for their 
country. 

Dr. Spencer has traveled more than 125,- 
000 miles in the past two years ig the inter- 
ests of this Cause, and many a church spire 
stone as a sileut testimunial to his power. 
Besides being an earnest speaker, Dr. 
Spencer is a fine singer, and during the ser- 
vice Sang several solos aud also a duet with 
Kev. Dr. Cantine. His s ngs, The Master 
Guards the Sheepfoid” and “Roll, Jordan, 
Roll,” were received with especial f vor. 
At the close of the service subscription 
cards were passed through the congregation 
and some liberal donations were made for 
the cause of church éxtensſon.

C. L. Phillips of San Luis Obispo, while 
in San Fransisco was interviewed by « Call 
reporter on the subject of the Coast rail- 
way, of which he is one of the promoters. 


4\ Mr. Phillips is quotéd as saying: ‘Nearly 


all the money subscribed has been paid in, 
and we expect to turn things over to the 
Southern Pacific people before long. The 
San Luis Obispo people have given $80,000 
in money, besides property for right-of-way. 
Santa Barbara ruised $15,000, San José over 
$3000, and San Francisco over $6000, 
Altowether we have raised about 
$50,000, lt would have cost the 
railroad people at least $300,000 to 
get what we have for about $56,000. There 
are now eighteen condemnation suits pend- 
ing, eleven of these being within the town 
of San Louis. ‘The railroad people have 
promised to begin work in owe after 
the deeds for right-of-way have been turned 
over to them. ‘Them are a good many small 
owners along the route, and we have already 
over 200 deevs, It may seem odd to have to 
ald the raliroad campany in this way, but 
there was no alternative if we wanted the 
road soon. It is very clear they do not 
think the road is needed yet, but we want 
it, and are satisfied that it will be of envugh 
benefit to make up for the effort it will cost, 
We have secured fifty acres for depot site, 
ete., at San Luis. The West Coast Land 
Company has given about $10 000 worth of 
property, and its five members have together 
given over $11,000 in cash.“

eeted in excess of the rate fixed for the 
pregent year, in the event the rate for the 
—— year shall be less than it was for 
the previous year. thus leaving an exeess to 
be repaid to the persons from whom col- 
leetion was made. 

In reply, will say under section 3820 of 
the Political Code it is the duty of the 
rssessors Of the various counties (except 
tus city and county of San Francisco) to 
collect the taxes on all personal property 
when, in their opinion, such taxes are not 
a lien upon real property sufficient to secure 
the payment of the taxes, 

Section 3823 of said code provides, in 
substance, that said taxes shall be collected 
at the State aud county rate of the previous 


year, 

Section 3829 of said code provides that 
assessors Bhali receive 6 per cent. on the 
am: unt by them collected, to be paid into 
the county treasury, 

This section was amended by the County 
Government Act, section 211, found at page 


+876 ot -Deering’s Political-Cuode, so that 
assessors shail be eutitled to receive and re- 


tain for their own use the 6 per cent. men- 
tioned in that section, 

The Supreme Court, in the case of San 
Mateo county vs. P. J. Maioney, 71 Cal., p. 
205, held that the assessor is entitled to 
inis commission for his own personal use. 
It is also so provided by sec, 216 of the County 
Government Act, approved March 31. 1891. 

Sec. 3824 of the Political Code provides 
that when the rate is fixed for the year in 
which such collection is made, if a sum in 
«excess has been collected, the excess shall 
vat be apportioned to the State, but shall be 
repaid to the persons from whom collection 
was made. 

Sec. 3826 of said code requires that 
assessors, on the first Monday of e ch 
moath, must make settlement and piy into 
the chunty treasury all money collected as 
such taxes, less the compensation allowed 
them for collection. 

My opinion is, when an assessor makes 
his settiement with the county treasurer he 
is entitled to retain a commission of 6 per 
cent. on the amount settled for, but in the 
event there is an excess, which must be re- 
paid to the persons from whom collected, 
then the G per cent. on such excess retained 
by the assessor, must be returned on his 
next settlement to the fund from which the 
money was taken to repay to the persons 
the excess, the intention of the law being 
that an assessor shall only have 6 per cent, 
of the amount of taxes as finally fixed. 

In the c se of San Mateo county vs. P. J. 
Maloney, 71 Cal. 205, the Supreme Court did 
not pass upon the question whether or not 
an assessor is entitied to a commission on 
the excess; hence, this decision dves not 
controvert my opinion in regard to the 
assessor refunding the 6 per cent. commis- 
sion on the excess.
